Ten convicts were wounded and 


recaptured and six others 
were 


retaken shortly after the break. 
The eight split three ways, five 


In one group, two in another, and 
one convict struck off by him-

HINDENBURG REACHED ITS 
HOME PORT IN THREE MIN- 


UTES OVER 49 HOURS

Hindenburg touched ground 
at 5:45 a. m., (10:45 p. m.) Wed- 
nesday, C. S. T.) to end its first 
flight from America. 


The official flying time for the 
voyage from Lakehurst, N. J., was 
given as 49 hours, three minutes, 
during which the great air cruiser 
covered 6,670 kilometers (4,168.75) 
miles. 
With its 
landing 
mechanism 


functioning perfectly, the Hinden- 
burg rested in its vast new hang- 
ar by 6:10 a. m., signaling comple- 
tion of its maiden round-trip be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States with passengers, malls and 
freight. 


Despite the early hour of its 
arrival, a great crowd gathered at 
the aidrome and a Nazi band play- 
ed listy airs. 
(The Hindenburg's return flight 


in official flying time of 49 hours, 
three minutes bettered the pre- 
vious record for a lighter-than-alr

In reply to Connally'g protest 
agalst reduced rates on certain 
weights of cattle coming from 
Mexico Hull explained thut both 
Mexican and Canada would parti- 
cipate In the total quota of 156,- 
799 head of cattle weighing more 
than 700 pounds which would ben- 
efit from lower tariffs. 
"As soon as this total Is reach- 


ed in any year and regardless of 
the proportion in which It has 
been supplied by Canada, Mexico 
or any other country," the secre- 
tary said, "all further importations 
in 'that year, whether from Can- 
ada or any other country, become 
subject to the full rate of Import 
duty of the tariff act of 1030. 
In view of these considerations 


it would hardly seem that the im- 
ports of cattle weighing more than 
700 pounds each which have been 
entering from Mexico can consti- 
tute a serious threat to the domes- 
tic producers.

Bloodhounds bayed through the

throughout the night, but picked 
up no scent for the scores of of- 
ficers in pursuit. 


Twelve hours after 24 convicts 
flashed knives and escaped from 
the 
prison 
brickyard, eight of 


them remained at large. Warden 
Roy W. Kenny said no one re- 
ported seeing the car they com- 
manderred. 
Five of the armed fugitives— 


robbers and slayers—were Reliev- 
ed to be In one car, from which 
the bullet-pierced body of A. D. 
Powell, brickyard foreman, was 
tossed. 


Search for three others was 
concentrated on a wooded section 
northwest of here, where a pri- 
son ice truck was found abandon- 
ed. 


Warden Kenny described them 
as "a hard bunch, among the 
toughest we had here." The two 
guards at their mercy were Tuck 
Cope and Victor Conn. Another 
hostage, 
W. W. Gossett, 
was 


wounded In an exchange of shots 
as the breakers sped away from 
the brickyard towers. 


Prisoners Were "Tough." 
Their plot well laid, the two 


dozen desperate 
men — Isolated 


from more than 5,000 others be- 
cause 
they 
were 
"tougher,"— 


chose the noon hour yesterday 
to come out with the knives and 
crude dirks they had made. They 
seized the four guards while they 
were at luncfi. 


Tower guards tossed down rifles 
and 
pistols 
in answer to the 


pleading of one of the shields— 
who spoke with a knife at his 
throat and an espaplng convict 
on each side. 
/ 


The car from which 
Powell's 


body was tumbled was last seen 
speeding through a McAlester side 
street. The hands of the two re- 
maining hostages were, bound with 
wire. 


More apprehension wag fe!t for 
Cope and Conn because of the 
savage way in which PoweB had 
been beaten and shot. 
State, county and prison offi- 
cials opened an Investigation, at- 
tempting to determine what hap- 
pened In those few minutes when 
the prisoners seized the guards, 
marched across the brickyard and 
through the gate. 


Li. M. Nichols, chairman of the 
state board of affairs, which ha:< 
charge of the. prison, said the 
two tower guards told him they 
threw down their guns on a plea 
from Cope. 


Guards Tom Down Gun*. 
"One of the guards, Tuck Cope, 


asked the two men on the tower 
to throw down the guns, saying 
the convicts were holding knives 
on them," Nichols said he was 
told. 
The two guards, George Cheek 
and Harry Gotz, held a hurried 
conference and then tossed down 
two rifles and two pistols, Nichols 
said they told him. 
The guards were eating lunch 


when the first move was made. 
The two dozen convicts surpris- 
ed the unarmed 
quartet, 
over- 


powered them and bound their 
hands with wire. 
Then, the guards—each with a 


convict at his side and a third 
felon holding a knife to his throat 
—were marched across the yard 
to the gate. 
The tower guards were told 
to thrown down the weapons and 
open the gates. This done, the 
felons dashed through and swarm- 
ed into a passenger car and the 
prison truck. A few attempted to 
escape oh foot.

conservation committee. 
In regard to • master work 
sheet the state committee 
said 
that land owners having multiple 
tenants on a contiguous block of 
farms may fill out a master work 
sheet instead of separate work 
sheets for each farm. 
Payments 


will be prorated among all tenants 
similar to the way in which the 
old parity payments were distrib- 
uted and the land owner will be 
held responsible for compliance. 


Of great importance to Texas 
farmers is the new rule that two 
rows of corn or grain sorghums 
interplanted with one row of cow- 
peas will count as two-thirds soil 
depleting crops and one-third soil 
conserving. 
The county commit- 


tee will determine the percentage 
of land occupancy. 


Sudan grass has been ruled a 


soil conserving crop regardless of 
use and can be harvested for hay 
or seed, used as a pasture, or left 
on the land. 
' 


The same Is true of oats if fol- 
lowed by a summer legume after 
harvesting. 
The state soil con- 


servation cimmittee assumed that 
crops will be grown and com- 
pliance will be sufficiently late 
to allow for this purpose.

FREEDOM TO CRITICIZE 


Interesting to both press 


and public is the decision 
by the South Dakota Su- 
preme Court in the case of 
two newspaper men accus- 
ed ,of contempt of court, 
and found guilty in a low- 
er court. Also reassuring. 


A county auditor, found 


guilty of forgery, was fin- 
ed $300 and sentenced to 
six, months in jail by the 
circuit court, and the sen- 
tence suspended. The Aber- 
deen American-News criti- 
cized the punishment as too 
light, called it "a pat on the 
back," and said "the honor- 
able judge should doff his 
regal robes, don sackcloth 
and sit in the ashes until 
his penitence is complete." 
Which, it must be admitted, 
was rather drastic criticism. 


The publisher and editor 


•were arrested, charged with 
unfair criticism of the cir- 
cuit court judge, and given 
a fine and suspended jail 
sentence. They appealed, 
contending that their state- 
ments were true and'that 
they had, as representatives 
of the press and as citizens, 
a right to criticize the court. 


They are not wholly jus- 


tified now by the Supreme 
Court's action. It points to 
"much and very respectable 
authority" 
sustaining the 


conviction. Yet it reverses 
the verdict and frees them 
because "the need for a 
free and unfettered press 
is perhaps more urgent in 
this country today 
than 


ever before," and because 
the judges feel that for the 
sake of the public welfare 
"they had better err in fa- 
vor of 
the .defendants in 


such a question, than err 
against them." 


Criticism by newspapers, 


of course, must not degen- 
erate into license. But sure- 
ly the principle that courts 
are not above criticism is 
sound. Nobody in public life 
should be exempt from hon- 
est and reasonable criticism 
for his public_acts. 


TRUSTED TRUST FUNDS 


The growth of Commun- 


ity Trust funds during the 
depression years indicates 
the increasing popular faith 
5 \ this method of making 
philanthropic b e q u e s t s . 
There are now 
78 
such 


funds in the United States 
and Canada. Their total re- 
eources have increased from 
$40,818,000 in 1634 to $45,- 
137,146 in 1035. 
During 


1936 the philanthropic ap- 
propriations 
from 
these 


funds exceeded $1,000,000. 
Poth the total of adminis- 
tered funds and the volume 
of distribution have doubled 
since 1927. 


The trust 
fund 
differs 


from the old custom of be- 
queathing money to specific 
institutins and causes, by 
being flexible. 
Sometimes 


those old causes disappear- 
ed, and then the fund de- 
voted to them was legally 
tied up and useless. The 
modern trust fund is read- 
ily adapted to changing so- 
cial conditions and needs. 
Any donor may, if he wish- 
es, designate a preferred 
use for 
his 
contribution, 


and it will be followed as 
long as that particular need 
exists. But income from the 
fund can be transferred to 
other uses whenever neces- 
sary. 


This system removes the 


"dead hand" from philan- 
thropy, replacing it with a 
living hand guided by intel- 
ligence and knowledge of 
current needs.•»-

ELECTRONIC 
TELEVISION 


Television for all of us — 


or at least for all who can 
spend, say, $100 to $1,000 
for 
a 
receiving 
set — is 


brought near enough to look 
real. An outfit in Camden, 
N. J., on April 24, operated 
outdoors in bright sunlight, 
transmitted an exciting fire 
scene, with fl-ames, firemen, 
spectators and all, clearly 
for a distance of one mile. 


This was accomplished, 


the report says, without the 
mechanism used heretofore 
in nearly all television and 
telephoto processes. There 
were no whirling discs or 
other parts in either trans- 
mitter or receiver. The pro- 
cess is "all-electronic," us- 
ing a large electric eye and 
vacuum tubes. It is a "talk- 
ing picture" system, sight 
and sound being combined 
in one six-meter wave. The 
instruments are very com- 
plex, the sender requiring 
careful 
adjustment; 
but 


tuning of the receiver is 
said to be 
accomplished 


with a single 
knob. The 


pictures, 
each 
complete, 


come at the rate of 24 a 
second. There is virtually 
no flicker. 


A little more Improve- 


ment, with standardization 
of transmitters and receiv- 
ers, and then the broadcast- 
ing can start. It might come 
next year. That will be very 
nice, for those who can buy 
receivers. But what 
will- 


happen to present 
radio 
sets? 


PASTURED BEES 


Bee pasturage, similar to 


the system of range pastur- 
age for cattle, is developing 
in California. Recently 24 
commercial bee r a i s e r s 
moved 2,500 colonies into 
San Mateo county to take 
advantage of the eucalyptus 
flowering 
season 
which 


lasts about three months. 
When those blossoms are 
gone, the bees will be mov- 
ed to some other feeding 
grounds with abundant raw 
materials for manufacturing 
honey. 


This arrangement seems 


to spare the bees extended 
flight in search of nectar. 
Perhaps it will result in in- 
creased honey production if 
the bees spend more time in 
the hives and less time in 
transit 
between blossoms 


and home. Apparently the 
raisers are sure their bees 
don't need the exercise of 
long flights. 


Unfortunately bees do not 


require constant watching. 
Otherwise there would be 
some attractive openings for 
bee-herds, and plenty of ap- 
plicants eager to follow the 
bees from pasture to pasture 
and enjoy the beauty and 
fragrance of a rotation of 
blossoms.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—WV- 


J. Edgar Hoover announced to- 
day that $51,374.47 of Weyerhaus- 
er, ransom money, or money taken 
In exchange for the "hot" money, 
has been recovered since' the ar- 
rest of William Mahan la San 
Francisco last week. 


The director of the bureau of 


Investigation said $157,319.47 of 
the $200,000 ransom paid for the 
return of nine year old George 
Weyerhauser has been "actually 
recovered up to the present time."

down as they attempted to run on 
foot from the prison yard. One 
convict, tentatively identified 
as 
Robert Dunningham, was killed. 
The others were in a prison hos- 
pital. 
Tup Cope, another guard, also 


was seized and still was unac- 
counted for. 
Guards shot

Dunningham, and recaptured six 
of the others as they attempted 
to coinniandec:* a car on a high- 
way near the prison brick yard. 


The remaining six desperadoes, 
riding in a car belonging to Bob 
Gossett, a guard, sped northwest 
out of McAlester toward Sciplo, 
Okla. 


Gossott, shot down as the pris- 
oners dashed from the prison, was!

COURT AFFIRMED 


CARRASCO DEATH 


AUSTIN, 
May 
13.—(/P)—The 


Court 
of 
Criminal 
Appeals 
to- 


day affirmed the death sentence 
of 
Antonio 
Carrasco, 
convicted 


in Hudspeth county of the mur- 
der of Mrs. Riley Smith in Cul- 
berson county, June 2, 1934. The 
charred bodies of Mrs. Smith and 
her husband were found in their 
burned ranch home southeast of 
Van Horn. 
The court overruled Carrasco's 


contention of race discrimination 
in selection of a jury. Carrasco, 
a Mexican, contended his race 
was not considered by the jury 
commissioners in drawing pros- 
pective jurors. 
"There is nothing in the rec- 


ord 
to 
indicate that 
Mexicans 
were excluded or 
discriminated 
against solely because of race," 
the court stated. "There is noth- 
ing to show that the GO Mexi- 
cans residing in the county were 
male voters. That Mexicans had 
not been rejected is shown by 
the fact that they had served on 
grand juries as late as 1932. 
"In the light of the record we

chemical riches from the

Sea. 


A Little Man's Big Ideas. 


Zaccheus is the Bible's most 


famous little man. What he lack- 
ed in inches, he made up in en- 
ergy. He had got to the top of 
the 
tax-collecting business, the 


most notorious graft In the Ro- 
man 
government. 
Zaccheur 


might be classed with the Ameri 
can politicians who have grown 
•wealthy out of public position 
For he was rich—and despised. 


He fronted the world's 
jibes 


and scorn with brazen indiffer- 
ence; but always in his 
breast 


there burned, as in the case of 
countless other 
business men, 


the desire for something nobler 
and worthier than the more ac- 
cumulation of 
dirty 
gold. So 


•when the famous Nazarene, Je- 
eus, came to Jericho, little Zac 
cheus was determined to see the 
Wonder-Worker for himself.

He 
knew that, because of his stat- 
ure, he would have small chance 
of seeing Jesus in the crowd; 
and he was well aware that no- 
body would make place for the 
despised 
tax-gatherer. 
So, 
he 


clambered up a tree along the 
route of Christ's coming, probab- 
ly sharing a perch, with small 
boys. Doubtless many a jest was 
made by the waiting throng at 
the spectacle of the rich Bac- 
cheus perched on a limb. 


Down He Came! 
This energetic and resourceful 


business man hoped only to get a 
glimpse of 
the 
Celebrity. He 


dared not dream that Jesus would 
see him. But it was characteris- 
tic of the Master that He ever 
had a keen eye for the first signs 
of faith and for even the crud- 
est expression of spiritual desire. 


So He looked up, and saw in 


the strange little man clinging 
to the tree not only all that he 
was but also all that he wanted 
to be. The Lord ever sees us as 
spiritual potentialities. He is al- 
ways looking for those who are 
looking for Him. He meets every 
seeker more than half way. 


"Who goes a step toward God, 


through doublings dim, 


God goes a mile, through blazing 


light, to him," 


If the passing of Jesus was a 


sensation for the curious crowd, 
how much greater the sensation 
•when that winsome voice cried, 
as the Speaker looked directly at 
this arboreal 
seeker, "Zaccheus, 


make haste and come down; for 
today I must abide at the house," 
Probably barking his 
shins 
in 
rapid descent. Zaccheus, thrilled 
and what a surpassing thrill 


It is for a life first to meet Je- 
sus!—swiftly descended, and made 
humble and joyous salutations to 
Christ. 


Catching The Meaning. 


Of course, the crowd was scan- 


dalized. Instead of honoring the 
home of the- chief rabbi, or of 
the most eminent Pharisee, with 
His presence, Jesus elected to be 
the guest of this notorious sin- 
ner and outcast, 
this 
famous 


grafter. 
While the mutterings and con- 


demnation of the multitude echo- 
ed in his eart, Zaccheus stood 
before the Lord. His quick brain 
caught the 
full 
significance of 


the incident. He knew that he 
had been called to a new life. 
Not 
all of his fellow business 


men have perceived, with Zac- 
cheus, that friendship with Je- 
sus calls for repentance and res- 
titution and reform. He pledged 
halt of his gains to the poor, 
and a four-fold restoration of all 
that he had wrongfully exacted. 
His was a "purse-and-all" con- 
secration. 
You can't get right 


with God and still do wrong by 
men. 
Shortest and surest of all pos- 


sible roads to reform and recov- 
ery, and to a clearing away of 
the 
jungle of greed and graft 
that today Impedes the progress 
of civilization, is to get men to 
become friends with Christ. The

For it must be written 
down, in words as deeply gravei 
as the Ten Commandments 01 
their tablets of stone that hon 
esty is a first requirement of al 
who would have God for a guest 
The churches may admit shady 
and double-dealing business men 
but there is literally no roorr 
for them in the companionship 
of Christ. This is the lesson of 
the Zaccheus lesson. 


A Label For The Rich Man. 
Luke's closing words 
in 
the 


telling of this absorbing 
story 


are significant. 
He makes cleat 


that the Master did not regard 
Zaccheus as a rich man to be 
coddled, or as a notable con- 
vert, but only as a poor sinner 
needing salvation. Jesus said, as 
He promised salvation 
to 
the 


house of Zaccheus, "For the Son 
of man came to seek and to 
save that which was lost." 


The social register, and Dun 


and Bradstreet, and fhe newspa- 
pers and 
public generally, put 


rich men into a special classifi- 
cation. 
They are the top, the 


ones with peculiar privileges. Not 
so Jesus. He regards our rich 
and mighty ones who are doing 
wrong merely as lost sheep, to be 
sought and saved.

ple by many horizontal lines — 
the "upper classes," the "lower 
classes," etc. But CTirist draws 
only one perpendicular line 
of 


distinction. On the right are the 
saved, on the left are the lost. 
And He gave His life to try to 
lead those on the left to His line 
to safety on the right.
